Have fun and enjoy making these outstand- 
ing decorator pieces, you'll be proud to display in your 
home or office. They'll be sure to give any room a 
notable touch of distinction.

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Getting down 
to Basics = 


Adding Hanger 

Sawtooth hangers are ideal for hanging boards. Number of 
hangers per project will depend on size of board. If wallboard Fig, A 
is being used for larger sized projects it is then wise to use 9. ^. 
a hanger cord. The hanger cord must he attached to the board 
before the board is covered with fabric. Punch two holes in 
the board, each 2" from top and 3" in from side using ice pick, 
awl, etc. Run a piece of heavy duty cord or wire through holes 
and tie together in back leaving no slack in cord. Fig. A. Use a 
strip of paper tape 1” - 2" wide and adhere over cord crossing 
front side of board. This will prevent the cord from showing 
when hoard is covered with fabric. 


Covering Board 


Apply Hazel's Crafty White Glue (WG 52)* or Hazel's Super 
Tacky Craft Glue (WG 40)* lightly to face of board. A spatula 
works great for spreading the glue evenly. Be sure to press fa- 
hric first and then place evenly on board. Pull fahric tightly 
for a smooth surface. Apply glue to edges of board and glue 
fabric in place. Miter each corner on backside of board as shown 
in Fig. B., by cutting away excess fabric. This allows the re- 
maining fabric to lie flat when glued to hack of board. Fig. C. 


Preparing Pattern: 


Trace string art pattern onto tracing paper. Using one of your 
nails poke holes through center of "dot" marks, forming holes 
in pattern to drive nails through. With a pair of scissors, cut out 
the center area of the diagram inside the nail holes, along line, 
as indicated on pattern. This enables the pattern to be torn 
easily away from nails after project is finished. Tape pattern 
over fabric covered hoard with masking tape. Fig. D. Make sure 
pattern is centered. 


Adding Nails: 


Place the board on top of a piece of scrap wood or on concrete. 
Pound the nails in as straight as possible. To measure each 
nail for correct height make a small wooden measuring block 
as shown in Fig. E. If a concrete base is used, be careful that 
nails are not bent when they go thru. Tap lightly! If a wooden 
hase is used, simply pound any protruding points back flush 
with the bottom of the board. Straighten all nails by bending 
them back to vertical. They must he as straight as possible. 
View them from several angles to check for straightness.

Wrapping String: 

Be sure to note weather the thread is to be wrapped counter- 
clockwise, clockwise or completely around the nail. Most pro- 
jects require you to "wrap" your thread counterclockwise, 
which is actually only hooking the thread around the backside 
of the nail. Clockwise wraps usually result in crossed threads 
in front of the nail. Fig. F. Be sure to hold the thread taut at 
all times while stringing the design. Tie the thread to starting 
nail leaving a 4” length of thread. Glue knot to secure and pro- 
ceed with project. :

1ST LAYER: Tie thread to top of nail no. 1, leaving 4" length 
of thread free at end. Wrap the thread from no. 1 around no. 
17, then back to 2, to 18, to 3, 19, 4, 20, 5, 21, etc. Continue 
this pattern until you have reached the same two points (1 & 17) 
you started from. Do not be confused with reaching nail no. 
1. You must reach the same two starting points of 1 and 17 to 
have completed your pattern. Cut the thread at this point ap- 
proximately 4” past nail no. 1 and tie the two thread ends to- 
gether at the nail. Push completed layer down evenly to the 
bottom. Cut off excess thread 1/8” from knot. Secure knot 
with a small spot of white glue. 


2ND LAYER: Tie thread onto nail no. 1 as above. Go to nail 
16, back to 2, 17, 3, 18, 4, 19, 5, 20, 6, etc. until you reach 
the two starting points. Cut and tie thread as before. Push this 
layer down evenly to approximately 1/2" from bottom. View 
it from the side to check for threads that are too high or too 
low. Cut off excess thread. 


3RD LAYER: Tie thread onto nail no. 1. Go to 15, 2, 16,3, 17, 
4, etc. Continue pattern until you reach the starting points. 
Again, tie off, and push down layer to about 1" from the 
bottom. Cut off excess thread. 


4TH LAYER: Tie onto no. 1. Go to 14, 2, 15, 3, 16, 4, 17, 5, 
etc. Continue to starting points. Tie off and cut excess thread. 
Place a small drop of glue on each knot to insure against their 
slipping. Тор layer should remain at the top of the nails. 
When design is complete, pull paper pattern from board.

Cirde Designs 


Stunning two dimensional designs like the one shown can be made using circles. De- 
sign shown uses a circle design with equally spaced points. Equal points can he 
made with the use of a protractor as in Fig. 1. or with a compass. 

Different sized inside circles are determined by the number of nails skipped between 
each wrap. In Fig. 2, three nails were skipped, producing a large circle slightly small- 
er than the original circle. In Fig. 3, eight nails were skipped and a small circle was 
produced. Fig. 4 shows Figures 2 and 3 combined together. 

When multiple layers are used, always wrap the smallest circle first, so succeeding 
layers will not hide the circles beneath them. 

If the protractor is moved from the center point of the circle, Fig. b, unequal points 
will be produced around the circumference. When design is wrapped it will result in 
ovals offset from center of circle. See Fig. 6. 
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Ellipse Designs

Ellipse designs can also be equally marked off as the circle design shown in 
Fig. 1. with a compass (do not use a protractor). A protractor may he cen- 
tered on the major axis of the ellipse to produce unequal points. Fig. 8. 


If the protractor is placed on the major axis at the focus point and equal 
angles are marked off the resulting pattern will produce small circles when 
a large no. of nails are skipped and larger ovals when fewer nails are skipped. 
The larger the oval, the further it will move into the center of the original 
design.

To acheive different results, the protractor may be moved 
to other points inside the ellipse. The fish pattern at right, 
was made by slightly offsetting the protractor from the 
focus point and above the major axis. This move, resulted 
in the direction change of the circles and ovals produced. 


H H е Straight lines аге hy far the simplest design form, and сап be used іп a variety of differ- 
Straight Line Designs ent Per Lines A be intersecting as in Fig. 10 or non-intersecting with points having 
the same spacing or different spacing. Intersecting lines create angles that can be used 
in forming interesting curves and designs as shown in the free-form design on page 8. 
Square pattern combines four right angles with equal spacing. 

Parallel lines do not produce curves but can he used as in the square to create an inter- 
esting effect. Try offsetting lines and using unequal spacing for something different.

Tie thread onto top of nail no. A-1, leaving an approximate 4” 
length of thread free. From nail no. A-1, wrap thread clockwise 
around по. 60 and 61 and back to по. 1, “R” to no. 117, “R” 
to no. 62 and 63, “В” to no. 116 and 115, “8” to no. 64 and 
65, “В” to 114, “В” to 109, “В” to 66 and 67, “В” to 103, 
“В” to 96, “В” to 69. Wrapping counterclockwise around to 
68, 67, 66, to 59. Wrap nail no. 58 counterclockwise around 
to 60 and 61 wrapping each nail clockwise, up to 57 and 56 
wrapping each nail counterclockwise, down to 62 and 63; 
wrapping each nail clockwise. Continue pattern to no. 116 up 
to no. 1. Wrap each nail clockwise, going all around body of 
sailboat until you reach nail no. 1 again. Tie the two thread 
ends together at nail no. 1. Push this layer down evenly to the 
bottom. Cut off excess threads 1/8” from knot. Add a small 
amount of glue to knot to secure. 


When “looping”, wrap both sides 
either clockwise or both counter- 
clockwise. Do not interchange the 
two.

SECOND LAYER: "B" SKEG (yellow) 

Tie the thread onto top of nail no. B-64, leaving a 4” length of 
thread free. Make all wraps counterclockwise. From nail B-64 
wrap thread counterclockwise up to B-32, back to B-63, up to 
B-31, back to B-62, up to B-30, to B-61, to B-29, etc. Continue 
this pattern until you reach B-1. Go back down the nails loop- 
ing two nails at a time down to B-64 and tie the two thread 
ends together at the nail. Cut off excess thread and secure. 


2ND LAYER: “С-Е” FRONT SAIL 

Tie thread onto top of nail no. C-1, leaving 4" thread. From nail 
С-1 wrap thread around counterclockwise (“ ()”) to A-58, () back 
to C-1, around C-1 and C-2, down to A-58, () back to C-2, a- 
round C-2 and C-3 down to A-58, etc. Continue this pattern 
until you reach C-24, looping nails back up to C-1. (Note: 
Work all the way down pole, using only A-58 nail). When back 
to C-1,go down around counterclockwise A-46, back up to C-1 
“В” C-1 and C-2, down to А-46, up то C-2, “В” C-2 and С-3, 
down to A-46, up to C-3, “В” С-З and C4, down to A-46, up

Continue this pattern down pole to C-14, working on nail C-29 
only, looping up pole to C-1. Continue same pattern for nail 
C-30 and C-31.

7TH LAYER: "D" BACKSAIL 

Tie thread onto top of nail D-1. Wrap thread down to D-21 
clockwise around up to D-1, around D-1 and D-2, down to D- 
21. Work “D” the same as the last part of “C-C” above, 
working down pole from D-1 to D-19 on nail D-21 only. The 
next time down pole, work on nail D-22 only. Continue until 
D-26 is complete when you go back to D-1. Tie off at D-1 as 
before. 


8TH LAYER: "C-C" CENTER SAIL & "D" BACKSAIL 

Tie thread onto top of nail C-1. Loop thread around each nail 
clockwise all the way down the pole until you reach nail no. 
C-25. Loop counterclockwise back up the pole until you reach 
C-1. Tie off as before. Tie thread to C-31, wrapping around 
each nail clockwise across to C-24 and back, wrapping clock- 
wise to C-31. Tie off threads as before. 


Repeat the same procedure on back sail "D": 0-1 down to 
D-20, back up to D-1, tie off. Tie thread to D-26, working over 
to D-19, back to D-26. Tie off as before. 


When the design is complete, pull paper away from nails very 
carefully. Nail sawtooth hangers to back side of board.
